Terms of the Act

Attention of farmers and thresher 
men, especially those operating stean 
engines, is now being called to the 
provisions of the Prairie Fires Act 
which affect them, by Benj, Lawton, 
Chie Fire Inspector for the province 
of Alberta. Mr, Lawton peints out 


_that in order to prevent the risk of 


serious conflagrations no engine shall 
jbe placed within thirty feet of any 
building or stack and: that a metal par 
of dequate size filled with water shill 
be placed under the engine as a reep- 
tacle for cinders and ashes. ' 
All cinders and ashes shall be ther 
oughly extinguished before the engine 
‘is removed from any place where- it 
has been in operation and a barrel of 
“water and two buckets shall be placed 
conveniently to any stack of combus 
‘tible materig] near the engine. A 


‘spark arrester in good repair shall be 


used and shall not be opened © hike 
the engine is in operation. 

It is hoped that closer observance 
of these regulations will ‘yeduce the 
fire loss which occurs annuclly from 
this souree.

But human aature being what it is, it became necessary for Governinents 
by legal enactments to protect these friends of man from man himself, As 
a result, the open season for shooting has had to be curtailed, and the size 
of “bags” greatly restricted in order to save birds and animals from 
extermination, And it is only through the strict observance of these laws, 
and a rigid compliance with all regulations, that a further curtailment of 
priviloges now enjoyed can be avoided, Laws have been passed and regula- 
tions are enforced by Governments, not for the purpose of depriving hunters 
and citizens generally of the privilege of shooting, but in their own interests 
that it may be preserved and continued to them. 

There are still some individualsin this world, who wrongly style them- 
selves “sportsmen;’ who consider it sport and something to be proud of and 
boast about to shoot an inordinately large number of birds In a day or a 
season. These individuals revel in having their photographs taken, gun in 
hand, and with their “kill displayed around them. ‘The real sportsman, ana 
the true citizen, looks upon all such exhibitions with regret and a boathing 
comtempt. It is one thing to shoot for food, or for an hour or two of the real 
thrill that comes to the true hunter, but quite another to engage In a worse 
than useless orgy of wanton slaughter. The man who will kill and kill for 
the mere joy of killing and in order that he may boast of his “bag” is no 
sportsman: on the contrary, he ts the enemy of all sportamen, and, in the 
final analysis, his own enemy. In the language of the old fable, he is destroy- 
ihg the goose that lays the golden eggs. . 

The writer of this articlé has no desire to preach; he Is not a killjoy. 
But he would, even on the sordid grounds of self-interest, not to mention 
more lofty motives, urge all the people of. Western Canada to constitute 
themselves unofficial game guardians,—to fully and loyally observe the spirit 
and letter of the game laws themselves, and see to it that other people do 
iikewise.

“The Canadian commission order- 
ed a reduction of the rate on grain 
from 34.5 cents per hundred pounds 
to 18.5 cents from the head of the

naturally caused consternation § in 
American shipping circles and some) 
means of retaliating is being sought. 

Not only will this reduction ma- 
terially affect the earnings ot the | 
ships and raliroads so largely inter- 
ested. in the commerce of the whole 
lake region, but it may have a decid- 
ed effect upon the, milling interests 
of Minnesota. 1t\has been the custom

ESSRS. Dingman and Col-| 
ter, enigineers from the de- | 
partment of Interior, Ottawa, | 
were in town last Monday in- 
specting the several gas wells 
here. 

After their inspection these | 
experts expressed the opinion 
that all the concerns in the Med 
icine Hat and Redcliff gas ficlc 
—whether private individuals «© 
corporations—who are intrest. | 
ed in, own and operate gas well 
for domestic or industria| pur- 
poses, should form themselve. 
into an association. 

The object of this association 
wauld be that rules and regula- 
tions be drawn up, which would 
have for their object the conser- 
vation of the gas in this field. 

With so many gas wells now in 
operatidh in this field and with 
the likelihood of more coming in, 
these experts appear to think 
there is grave danger of the sup- 
ply being seriously interefered 
with through carelessness in the 
operation of the wells and indif- 
ference in keeping them in prop- 
er condition. It is for,this rea- 
son that the forming Me an as- 
sociation to guard against that 
possibility, has been suggested. 

Since millions of dollars are 
invested in this district for in- 
dustries because of our gas; and 
sonce the very life of the com- 
munity depends on it, no chances 
should be taken in allowing the 
field to be depleted or seriously 
interefered with through care- 
lessness and indifference. 

The suggestion of the experts 
should reeive the prompt and 
serious consideration of all con- 
cerned.

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British Lightships 


One Of Best Devices For Protection 
Of Mariners 

Many and varied are the devices 
brought Into tse around the shores 
of the British Isles for the protection 
of mariners and others who go down 
to the sea in ships 

The dabgers of the 
sayfa writer in 
originally indicated to passing ships 
by braziers fixed high the cliffs 
above. Fires burning at such an alti 
tude wert visible far out at sea, while 
the wind fanned the Names and help

hollow steel mast, which supports an 
up-to-date lNghting arrangement. The 
old fashioned lamps have disappear:

much the ship may rock under, the 
force of wind and sea. A ladder runs 
up from the deckhouse.

In other respects 
the ship possesses the fittings of an 
ordinary vessel.

Killed During 1926 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
issued a special report on deaths from 
automobile accidents in the nine 
Provinces of Canada during the’ year 
1926. Under this title are included | 
the accidents in which automobiles 
are invelved in collision with other 
vehicles, such as horse-drawn | 
vehicles, street cars and trains. | 

In the pine provinces of Canada — 
deaths from automobile accidents to- | 
talled 606 for the year 1926, made up | 
as follows: Prince Edward Island, 3; | 
Nova Scotia, 28; New Brunswick, 11; 
Quebee, 183; Ontario, 242; Manitoba, | 
27; Saskatchewan, 21; Alberta, 83; 
and British Columbia, 60. For the 
whole country the death rate from 
this couse was 6.5 per 100,000 of pop- | 
ulation, the individual provinces giv- | 
ing the following rates: Prince Kd 
ward Island, 1.1; Nova Scotia, 5.2; 
New Brunswick, 2.7; Quebee, 7.1; 
Ontario, 7.7; Manitoba, 4.2; Saskatch- 


ewan, 2.6; Alberta, 5.4; and British 
Columbia, 16.6. 
In the nine provinees 445 of the 


deaths due to automobile apcidenis, 
or 73 per cent. of the toial, were of 
males; deaths of females numbered
